Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' Representatives, Mr. Anthony Sitko and Mr. Randall 
Rueth discussed the 35 U.S.C 1 12 Seond paragraph rejection for claims 104, 121 , and 125 and how to amend to 
overcome the rejection and how the prior art Fredlund and Morris differs from the invention. Mr. Sitko and Mr. Rueth 
discussed that Fredlund is a mail order system and Applicants' invention is a sharing sytem in that the image provider 
gives access to the stored images to users by notifying them that they have been authorized to access the images. 
This access is given by the image provider giving the user a pathname to obtain access which is not considered to be 
taught by the prior art Fredlund and Morris. Mr. Sitko and Mr. Reuth agreed to submit an amendment to overcome the 
35 USC 1 12 second rejection for claims 104, 121 , and 125.
